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SMulti-Million Local 
Suit Reaches 
Tentative Settlement

After more than four years of 
litigation, the $multi-million 
lawsuit filed by UAW Local 1903 
(Bear Archery), against Craw- 
ford County, the City of Gray- 
ling, Bear -Archery Company, 
and several local officials has 
been tentatively settled. 

The total amount of the pro- 
posed settlement, according to 
the office of U.S. District Judge 
James Harvey, is set at $60,000, 
to be paid by the defendants to 
UAW Local 1903. Of this 
amount, $35,000 will constitute 
full settlement to the approxi- 
mately 175 members of the now 
defunct union local, with indivi- 
dual plaintiffs receiving $200 
each. The remaining $25,000 
will go to court costs and legal 
fees, 


According to Ross McKinsey, 
law clerk to Judge Harvey, the 
settlement was mutually 
agreed upon by the attorneys of 
all parties in the suit, and pro- 
vides that there be no acknow- 
ledgement of wrong doing by 
either plaintiffs or defendants. 

Ross further stated that 
notices are being sent to all 
union members, giving them 
the option of responding in 
writing by Oct. 20, 1980, if they 
wish to exclude theinselves 
from the settlement. Union 
members doing so, he said, will 
be dropped from participation 
in the class action suit, and will 
be ineligible for settlement 
monies. They will, however, be 
free to further pursue legal ac- 
tion independently, if they 
desire,

The Big Feller, a 38 
passenger converted 
Greyhound bus, equipped with 
toilet, is used for long trips-all 
day, overnight, and extended 
multi-day trips such as to 
Florida. 

All three of these buses were 
acquired by the Center by gifts 
from Citizens and 
Organizations of the Com- 
munity and/or by fund raising 
events accomplished by the 
Seniors themselves. No Gover- 
ment Grant money, or Tax 
Funds, were involved at any 
time in the procurement, con- 


verting of these buses, or their . 


operation and maintenance. 

All trips, for example, unless 
itis a specific program directed 
to be achieved by, and funded 
by, a Government Agency, are 
paid for TOTALLY by the 
Senior participants. No Grant 
Money, no local tax funds, are 
used for such purposes. 
Separate accounting and 
banking programs are utilized 
so they are totally separated 
and independent of the financial 
operation of the Center itself. 

This is true whether it is a 
“Mystery” trip at $17 per par- 
ticipant, which covers gas and 
maintenance of the bus driven 
on the trip, including the 
drivers wages and fringe 
benefits; or whether it is a 3500 
mile, 12 day Florida trip, or 
whether it is a 16 day Alaskan 
Tour by air, ship and rail, in 
which a Center bus is used only 
to take the tour members to 
Traverse City or I*lint to board 
an airplane for the first leg of 
the journey. 

No Government Grant money 
or local Tax Funds are involved 
in any Senior Trip activities un- 
der any circumstances, 

There are almost 1900 Seniors 
of Crawford County who are 
registered with the Center and 
are a part of the Senior Citizens 
Program-that is virtually one of 
every five legal residents of the 
County, and, in the fiscal year

The suit, filed by the union in 
August 1976, charged the Coun- 
ty of Crawford, City of Gray- 
ling, City Attorney Nelson 
Miles, Grayling Police Chief 
Pete Stephan, former Crawford 
County Prosecutor John Huss, 
(all charges against whom were 
subsequently dismissed by or- 
der of the Federal District 
Court) former Crawford County 
Sheriff Harold Hatfield, and 
Bear Archery Company with a 
conspiracy to deny strikers 
their constitutional rights. Par- 
ticulars included = alleged 
harassment of strikers, and 
alleged conflicts of interest 
between local officials and Bear 
Archery Company. The suit 
demanded the strikers receive 
injunctive relief, and damages 
in the sum of $1 million per 
plaintiff, for a total of upwards 
of $175 million. 

The decision to settle out of 
court for $60,000 after more 
than three years of litigation 
appears to be based primarilly 
on economics. In the proposed 
settlement, Harvey states that 
legal costs to all parties have 
been considerable, and that 
pursuance of the action would 
assure ‘‘further substantial 
legal expenses .and costs.” 
These further costs include a 
. trial, previously set for October 
20 and anticipated to have runa 
month or. more, and all subse- 
quent appeals. Trial cost alone 
is estimated to have run welt 
upwards of $100,000 in addition 
to monies already spent. A full 
month of court time had been 
reserved for the case.

Heart Lake Property 
Transfer Denied

Despite arguments from a number of Heart 
Lake property owners, the combined C.0.0.R. 
and C.0.P.1. Intermediate School Boards denied 
a petition asking that their area be transferred 
from the Crawford-AuSable to the Gaylord Com- 
munity School District. The unanimous decision 
came at a special hearing held at Grayling High 
School last Wednesday night, attended by about 
100 interested citizens. C.0.0.R. includes Craw- 
ford, Oscoda, Ogemaw-and Roscommon counties 
while the C.0.P.I Intermediate School Board has 
Cheboygan, Otsego and Presque Isle counties. 

The decision will save approximately $25,000 in 
operating revenue Crawford-AuSable stood to 
lose if the transfer had been OK'd. Property 
value of the area in question, located in Otsego 
Township in Otsego County, was tabbed at over 
$945,000. 

Residents cited the proximity of Gaylord to 
Heart Lake and their closer identification with 
the community to their north as reasons for 
requesting the move. Also supporting the tran- 
sfer was Thomas Gill, Gaylord Community 
School Superintendent, who noted “it was the 
sixth attempt by the property owners to achieve 
equity for their children."” Eleven school 
children currently reside in the affected area, 


two attend public schools and the balance go to 
parochial facilities. Two-thirds of the property 
owners had signed the petition asking for the 
transfer. 

Speaking on behalf of the Crawford-AuSable 
District were board members Kathleen Burkley, 
Mickey Perez and Duane Sloan, along with 
Superintendent Dr. William Diedrich, who asked 
the board to ‘consider all of the children who 
would be affected by the transfer, including the 
1930 attending Crawford-AuSable Schools." 
Noting that many Michigan schoo! districts cross 
county boundaries, Diedrich said the state board 
of ecucation should bear the responsibility for 
realighing school districts if that is necessary. 

Also speaking on behalf of the Crawford- 
AuSable District were GHS. student Monique | 
Petrosky, student council president Seott Dun- 
ckley and County Treasurer Joe Wakeley. 

In denying the transfer request, the board 
based its decision on the possible adverse effect 
on all the students involved besides those 
residing in the Heart Lake area. President Jim 
Ream said, ‘'this may be just the tip of the ice- 
berg and a bigger problem than we think-after 
November 4th (election day}, there miyht be a 
lot more things we have to answer to.” 

Petitioners have 10 days to appeal the decision 
to the state board of education.

Home-Dried Food May 
Be Popular But it's Not 
Practical For Michigan 


by Merrily Lacasse, 
Ext.

Drying food, one of the oldest 
methods of food preservation, is 
regaining popularity around the 
county. However, days of unin- 
terrupted hot sun and low 
humidity needed for sun drying 
are almost nonexistent in Mich- 
igan. And using electrical ap- 
pliances to dry fruits and vege- 
tables is no longer energy effi- 
cient, 

Sun drying requires tempera- 
tures over 98 degrees F. and low 
relative humidity—conditions 
found in the Southwest For 
example, in Phoenix, the 
average maximum — tem- 
perature in August is 102 de- 
grees F., the humidity bottoms 
out at 24 percent, and 17 of the 
3i days are clear. 

By contrast, in Houghton 
Lake, according to the National 
Weather Service Office the 
average maximum tempera- 
ture is 77 degrees F. in August 
and the humidity at the driest 
time of the day averages 59 per- 
cent. Only 10 days are clear. 
Fruit will probably sour or mold 
before it dries here. 

Solar dehydrators with slan- 
ted glass covers still require 
sunlight for drying. If you get 
lucky in Michigan, you might 
get enough days without over- 
cast skies to dry foods. But if 
you don’t get lucky, you could 
lose it all. 

Drying doesn’t compare with 
the high quality of canning or 
freezing vegetables.

puree, zucchini and raspberry 
leather in a hand-constructed 
dehydrator heated with six 75- 
watt light bulbs. Retention of 
vitamin C and vitamin A—the 
major nutrients in vegetables 
and fruits-suffered greatly, 

Only 2 percent of vitamin C 
was retained in home-dried 
green beans; 7 percent in 
tomato puree. Dried zucchini 
retained 33 percent and rasp- 
berry leather 74 percent. Reten- 
tion of vitamin A, measured 
only in the beans and tomato 
puree, was also poor—only 5 
percent. 

Drying foods in the oven takes 
too long to be practical and uses 
a lot of energy. 

You can build or buy a home 
dehydrator, but be sure you like 
dried fruits and vegetables and 
plan on drying for years to 
come, or your investment of 
time and money may not pay. 
Also, many vegetables lose 
their fresh flavor during drying. 
Dried vegetables are usually 
not served as a cooked side 
dish. They are best used in 
soups, casseroles, sauces, stuf- 
fings and stew. 

If you do a lot of backpacking, 
drying foods at home might 
make sense for you, but it is 
really a special-needs case. A 
home-built or commercial 
dehydrator draws 700 to 1,000 
watts of power and is com- 
parable to turning on your 1,000 
watt home hair dryer all day. 

Before drying, vegetables 
must be blanched, following 
USDA bulletin instructions 
available from your Extension 
home economist. Blanching 
helps preserve nutrients and 
destroys the enzymes that 
cause vegetables to take on a 
hay-like taste during storage. 

The best way to protect fruit 
against loss of vitamin C is by 
sulfering. Sulfur inhibits an en- 
zyme system that can cause 
major loss of vitamin C in the 
fruits. Sulfuring also destroys 
thiamine, but fruits aren’t a 
major dietary source of 
thiamine, so the loss is not so 
serious. 

An alternative to sulfuring 
fruit is: blanching, the same 


technique recommended for 
vegetables. 
Michigan weather doesn’t 


rule out drying herbs. Drying 
herbs in the shade will preserve 
their natural color and flavor, 
so you don’t have to wait for 
several sunny dry days in a 
row. Choose clean, fresh, tender 
leaves; wash them and arrange 
them on shallow trays. Cover 
the leaves with a single layer of 
cheesecloth and place in a dry, 
shady spot until the leaves 
crumble when handled. Store in 
dry, airtight jars.

Dear Mr, Davis: 

As a property owner in Red- 
wing subdivision I read with in- 
terest your letter in the Craw- 
ford County Avalanche and I 
am prateful for your position. 

My wife, a physician psychia- 
trist, is the assistant director of 
the state’s most active 
childrens psychiatric unit ser- 
ving Oakland, Macomb and 
Genesee counties. Her stories of 
the problem relating to the 
types of individuals put into the 
community are indeed of consi- 
derable magnitude. As the en- 
closed article from the Free 
Press points out, many of these 
patients are totally impossible 
to control at times and that 
medication by injection is far 
more humane than straight 
jackets and physical restraint 
by numerous staff which can 
result in injuries. The types of 
individuals who were  ap- 
propriate for the community 
have long been discharged to 
various living areas. The 
groups to be placed in these 
homes now represent the most 
difficult and I can assure you 
the background histories are 
not being considered when 
placements are made by indivi- 
duals who will not be respon- 
sible for the actions of the child- 
ren. Children in this case means 
to age 26, 

Children at my wife's institu- 
tion are frequently placed and 
last only a matter of days or 
weeks because of assaultive ac- 
tion or other difficult behavior 
and have to be returned to the 
institution for care, It appears 
that the state mental health 
department would hope to 
relieve themselves of these 
problem children forever by 
keeping no institutions for their 
return when necessary. : 

The qualifications for those to 
be working at the A.I.S. homes 
will be four weeks of training 
and will be paid minimum 
wage. This results in a con- 
tinual turnover of poorly pre- 
pared nonprofessional 
caretakers. As the enclosed 
newspaper article points out the 
staff literally at times will 
barricade themselves against 
the client patients. I presume 
you are also aware that special 
educational facilities are man- 
datory thru age 26, with funds 
badly needed for general educa- 
tion being diverted by law ona 
priority basis to special educa- 
tion. 

Those supporting this 
development claim the changes 
to be more humane. However, a 
close study would reveal that 
cash flow, not compassion, is 
the driving force behind the dis- 
mantiling of the state mental 
health institutions. Dr. Ochberg 
makes pious statements at all 
times talking out of both sides of 
his mouth. I am quite sure that 
when the job is complete Dr. 
Ochberg will return to the men- 
tal health division of the 
National Institute of Health. It 
is my personal feeling that he 
was brought here to do a job for 
which he has been criticized by 
numerous state —_—- represen- 
tatives. Rep. Harrison of Pon- 
tiac accused him of tearing 
down the system rather than 


B improving and revamping it.

ment. To qualify for these gran- 
ts the Center must provide what 
are called ‘matching funds”, 
either in the form of cash, or 
cash equivalents classified as 
“in kind? funds, meaning 
facilities provided rent free, 
equipment rent free, etc. , 

The physical facilities of the 
Center are primarily provided 
by the Grayling Housing Com- 
mission. They include a dining 
room, a recreation room, crafts 
and workshop areas, kitchens, 
office space for staffs, ete. 

These facilities, made 
available by the Grayling 
Housing Commission become 
‘in kind” funds at the value of 
the rental of such facilities in 
the commercial market, ap- 
proximately $12,000 annually. 
The allotment usually given the 
Center by the Crawford County 
Commissioners each _ year, 
$9,000, provides the cash 
needed, in addition to the ‘“‘in 
kind” funds, to meet the total of 
about $20,000 ‘matching funds”’ 
required to qualify for the 
Federal and State Grants, 
which, in the fiscal year just 
ended September 30th, amoun- 
ted to approximately $113,500. 

In addition, the Federal 
Government “Green Thumb’’ 
and “‘C.E.T.A.” programs pro- 
vide the Center with employees 
who qualify for such subsizided 
wages, to do jobs which fall into 
the specifications of these pro- 
grams. Last fiscal year, Green 
Thumb and C.E.T.A. provided 
about $48,000 in wages direct to 
the participants for such job 
programs. 

The Government — grants 
provided about $28,000 toward 
the cost of the meals program, 
and the Seniors contributed 
about $14,500 in payment for the 
meals, which is about fifty fifty 
split. 

At the level of services pro- 
vided during the 1980 fiscal year 
just ended, it takes about 22 
people, half full time and half 
from 15 to 25 hours per week, to 
operate the Center. Their 
salaries, wages and fringe 
benefits come to a little over 
$142,000. All Staff wages are

and Federal Grants to the Cen- 
ter for the new fiscal year which 
began October Ist have been 


reduced by $55,000. Three 
people have already been 
removed from the Senior 


Citizens Center Staff and fur- 
ther belt tightening must occur. 
The paid Nurse had to be 
eliminated but the Center is 
covering most phases of the 
Health Program with Volunteer 
Nurses. The remaining Staff 
have been required to take on 
additional assignments to avoid 
having to totally eliminate any 
program. 

If something is not done to of- 
fset this funding loss there is no 
way the Senior Citizens Center 
with it’s programs as we now 
know them can be continued! 

Therefore the Commission on 
Aging obtained permission 
from the Board of Com- 
missioners of Crawford County 
to ask the Citizens of this com- 
munity to provide direct sup- 
port for the Center at a half mill 
addition to property taxes 
beginning in the year 1981.

Township Rural Zoning 


The State of Michigan 
passage of Act. No. 637 (Public 
Acts of 1978) recognized that 
new developmental pressures 
in townships require a new and 
more effective approach to zon- 
ing for land uses. These new 
amendments to the Township 
Rural Zoning Act of 1943 
provided new methods for town- 
ships to administer growth and 
change. 

Grayling Township was one of 
the first rural townships to 
adopt a zoning ordinance in 
1966, and was the first township 
in Michigan to protect lands 
bordering rivers and lakes by 
instituting a restrictive residen- 
tial green belt zone. 

Since that time, however, the 
ordinance has hecome outdated 
by the passage of Michigan 
Public Act 637 of 1978. The 
Grayling Township Planning 
Commission recognized some 
additional difficulties with the 
ordinance and started the 
process of drafting a new or- 
dinance. H. Richard Anderson, 
a Planning Consultant from 
Marquette, Michigan was 
retained by the township board 
to assist in the development of 
the new ordinance, and has 
worked with the Grayling 
Township Planning Com- 
mission since last spring. 

Zoning is a ‘‘police power” 
measure, enacted primarily by 
local units of government, in 
which the community is divided 
into districts or zones within 
which permitted and special 
uses are established. In ad- 
dition, regulations are included 
governing lot size, building 
bulk, placement and other 
development standards. 
Requirements vary from 
district to district, but they 
must be uniform within dis- 
tricts. Grayling Township’s 
proposed ordinance consists of 
two parts: A text and a map. 
Both have changed significan- 
tly, and shall be the subject of a 
public hearing held on October 
20, 1980 in the Crawford County 
Building at 7:30 p.m. 

The following is a brief des- 
cription of the proposed or- 
dinance changes, as compared 
with the existing ordinance. 

1. Whereas the current zoning 
ordinance establishes three 
separate residential and com- 
mercial districts, the proposed 
ordinance combines them into 
two residential and two com- 
mercial districts. The yard and 
set back requirements have 
been unified and are similar to 
the present ordinance. The in- 
dustrial district remains vir- 
tually the same. 

2. The proposed text of the or- 
dinance substitutes the current 
AuSable River (AR) and 
Recreation and Agriculture 
(RA) Zones for a proposed 
Recreational-Forest District. 
The set back and yard require- 
ments for this new district are 
similar to those currently en- 


forced within the RA and AR 
Zones, 


3. The proposed Green Belt 
Zone along the AuSable River 
has been strengthened to 
require a larger minimum lot 
size (from 60,000 sq. ft. to 80,000 
sq. ft.) and requires an in- 
creased minimum lot width 
from 150 ft. to 200 ft, 

The Native Protection Strip 
(an area required to be main- 
tained in its natural state) has 
been increased from 25 feet 
parallel with the water’s edge to 
30 feet parailel with the water's 
edge. The set back requiremen- 
ts are similar to those already 
enforced. 

4. Although township zoning 
can not be enforced over state 
and federal lands, the Planning 
Commission expressed concern 
regarding the possible future 
private development of these 
tracts. To answer this need, vir- 
tually all state and federal lan- 
ds along with some privately 
owned large parcels are pro- 
posed to be zoned Deferred 
Development. The intent of this 
district is to reserve large un- 
developed areas of the township 
for future development by 
prohibiting unplanned,  scat- 
tered development which would 
tend’ to divide these areas into 
smaller, more difficult to 
develop parcels. It is also the in- 
tent of this district to delay in- 
tensive development — until 
utilities and services can be 
provided. 

5. A rezoning of the private 
property primarily located 
along the shoreline of Lake 
Margrethe from Green-Belt to 
reneral-Residential will not ef: 
fect the present environmental 
protection offered to the shore- 
line property. In fact, a Native 
Protection Strip is proposed to 
be located parallel to the 


water’s edge and 30 feet deep 
which shall be strictly main- 
tained in its natural state. 

Other rezonings have been 


proposed, which affects various 
parcels of property throughoutg » 
the township. ‘ 

6. A Planned Unit Develop- 
ment (PUD) District has been 
proposed which permits more 
flexibility and consequently 
should encourage a greater 
imaginative and creative use 
and design of structures and 
land than is allowable under the 
other districts of the proposed 
ordinance. The PUD District isg.. 
similar in nature to the Planned 
Development (P-1) zone found 
in the existing ordinance. As a 
floating district, a land owner 
can propose a mixed land use 
(Residential development with 
or without some commercial 
and reereational uses), and 
seek a PUD rezoning. 

There are some | strict 
requirements proposed within 
the PUD section which a 4; 
developer must follow in order” } 
to request a PUD designation. 

7. As is the case in any com- 
munity that has a zoning or- 
dinance, some properties and 
structures will not conform to 
the provisions of the new or- 
dinance. Each property ‘that 
does not conform, is 
automatically considered-Non 
Conforming-B. Non- 
Conforming-B properties anB? 
structures are allowed. to con- 
tinue, since they have been 
“prandfathered” into the or- 
dinance- (existed prior to the 
adoption of the ordinance). 
However, they may not con- 
tinue if they are substantially 
damaged by fire or have been 
vacant for six months. If 
vacancy or fire occurs the 
proposed ordinance requires. 
that action must be taken by the! 
owner to conform to all the 
requirements of the new or- 
dinance. 

There is an exception to the 
above. 

A property owner, 
recognizing that his/her 
property and or structure is 
classified non-conforming-B 
may request a non-conforming- _ 
A designation, This designatiod } 
may be granted by the Planning 
Commission upon finding that 
continuance of the use or struc- 
ture would not be contrary to 
the public health, safety or wel- 
fare; or, that the nearby 
property values would not be 
depressed; or, the use or struc- 
ture was lawful at the time of 
inception; or, no useful purpose 
would be served by strict ap- 
plication of the non-conforming$ ¢ 
section of the ordinance. 

A non-conforming-A designa- 
tion allows the continuance of 
the structure and/or use. This 
was not a part of the existing 
zoning ordinance and is in- 
cluded in the proposed ordinan- 
ce, 
8. Regarding zoning, state 
laws governing the procedures 
of the Board of Zoning A 
the Planning Commission and ” 
the Township Board have 
changed and are inciuded inthe 
proposed ordinance. 


The proposed ordinance 
reflects the great amount of 
time Planning Commission 


members have invested in its 
development. It is felt by the 
members that the new ordinan- 
ce provides sound guidelines for 
the future planned development, 
of Grayling Township. o

vicemen and Servicewomen 
stationed outside the domestic 
United States, American Red 
Cross maintains a world-wide 
communication network, head- 
quartered in Washington, D.C, 
known as AMCROSS. AM- 
CROSS functions 24 hours per 
day, 365 days per year. 

The local Chapter telephones 
the message to AMCROSS at 
Washington Headquarters, or 
AMCROSS the message from 
overseas to the local Red Cross 
Chapter, who upon receipt im- 
mediately telephones the 
message to the Service persons 
family as directed. And al! such 
communications are provided 
free of charge. 

AMCROSS messages are 
transmitted to the Service per- 
son’s Overseas Base, or to the 
Commanding Officer of their 
ship at sea, and usually reach 
their destination within a few 
hours of the message’s receipt 
at Washington, DC. 

There are roughly 3100 Red 
Cross Chapters in the U.S. and 
this kind of communication ser- 
vice is maintained every hour of 
avery day and every day of 
every year, for the benefit of the 
members of the U.S. Armed 
Forees and their Families, 
Over 90% of the work is accom- 
plished: ‘by’ unpaid Red Cross 
Volunteers, 

In addition, these communi- 
cation services can be, and are 
regularly used, to transmit fun- 
ds between Service people and 
their Families. 

A Father wants to send a few 
hundred dollars to a daughter 
or son to help finance a trip 
nome on leave; or a child 
jecomes ill and the Service per- 
son needs to send extra money 
home to finance unexpected 
medical expenses. 

To send money from home, 
the family member delivers the 
money to the local Red Cross 
Chapter who authorizes the 
Field Service Director at the 
Service person’s base to advan- 
ce the money to the recipient at 
once. When the local Chapter 
receives a receipt evidencing 
the money was delivered to the 
Service individual the local 
Chapter sends the money by 
check to the Field Director. The

Service person sends money to 
the family at home. 

In cases of critical illness or 
death the communication ser- 
vice is vital. Before the Armed 
Services can send a_ Ser- 
viceman or Servicewomen 
home on emergency leave in 
case of terminal illness or 
death, the degree of seriousness 
of the illness or the fact of the 
death must be verified. The 
local Red Cross Chapter per- 
forms that function upon 
request, by talking to the Doc- 
tor in charge regarding the 
degree of criticalness of the 
illness, or to the Coroner or 
Mortician in cases of death. 
This certification is transmitted 
immediately to the Service per- 
son’s base Field Director and is 
accepted by the Armed Forces 
so that the utmost consideration 
for emergency leave can be 
immediately extended where 
the circumstances merit or per- 
mit. 

All kinds of assistance to 
Veterans is available through 
the trained Staff Veterans 
Directors maintained at key 
offices of American Red Cross 
throughout the U.S. In the fiscal 
year eneded June 30, 1980, Red 
Cross helped Veterans obtain 
over $313,000,000 in Federal 
benefits! And it is estimated 
that less than half that would 
have been awarded Veterans 
without Red Cross support. 

One such instance is now a 
part of Red Cross history in 
Crawford County. 

One of our young residents 
was injured twice during his 
hitch in the Army, but when he 
was discharged his injuries 
were ruled insufficient for com- 
pensatory benefits. Shortly af- 
ter he returned to a civilian job 
in this County, however, he 
found he was having difficulty 
sustaining his share of the 
physical work involved because 
of the aftermath of his injuries. 
He asked for a review by the 
Army Review Board of jurisdic- 
tion but was again turned down. 
Then he asked Crawford County 
Chapter to help. 

After sending the testimony 
and evidence in his case to the 
trained Red Cross Veteran 
Director in Detroit, it was felt 
he was entitled to compensa- 
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tion, and, upon authorization by 
the Veteran, the Red Cross 
Veteran Director brought his 
case before a higher level Army 
Review Board and they ruled 


the Veteran was entitled to a 


permanent disability comper- 
sation, and granted a pension of 
over a $1000 per year retroac- 
tive back to the date of his dis- 
charge. 

American Red Cross Service 
to the Men and Women of the 
Armed Forces of the U.S., their 
Families, and to Veterans, is 
real!

In KCC Wildlife Program 


The Wildlife Management II 
class in the Natural Resources 
Program at Kirtland Com- 
munity College recently com- 
pleted a month long project in 
the capture and banding of 
waterfowl. 230 ducks (153 of 
which were the wary and reclu- 
sive Wood Dueck), and six 
Canada Geese were captured 
this year. 

Secluded banding sites along 
the edges of marshes within the 
Roscommon county area were 
cleared in late August and 
baited frequently with corn. 
Captures were made with the 
aid of nets and rockets, 
triggered from a blind some 
distance from the banding site. 
Students were in the blinds at 
5:45 in the morning, and cap- 
tures were made four of the ten 
mornings out.

The breakdown of costs to all 
defendants was not availble, 
but Crawford County Attorney 
Robert Hess indicated the coun- 
ty portion of the settlement was 
approximately $10,000. This, 
Hess said, would probably be 
covered by insurance. 

When asked why a_ final 
determination of guilt or inno- 
cence was not pursued, Hess 
stated that the outlay of dollars 
needed to win a judgment would 
far exceed the amount needed 
to settle ‘‘out of court’, ‘“Princi- 
ple is often just too expensive”, 
he said.

Surveys and polls produce fascinating 
information, not only. in politics but in 
several other lines as well, 

A couple of crime-related surveys 
recently, for example, make interesting 
reading. 

In 20 percent of all Michigan 
households last year, either the resident 
or the property was the victim of some 
form of crime, with the most common 
crime either larceny or theft. That crime 
rate is up only slightly from the previous 
year’s incidence of 17 percent, and down 
from the 25 percent level reported in 
1976. 

Even so, most Michigan residents, ac- 
cording to the survey, consider crime the 
Number One problem in their communi- 
ties...but, at the same time, about 75 per- 
cent feel reasonably safe in their own 
neighborhoods at night, 


@ The annual survey, conducted by the 


criminal justice office of the Michigan 
Department of Management and Budget, 
sampled 800 households. It also produced 
these indications: 

About 60 percent of Michigan residents 
favor the death penalty, and there is 
strong public support for stiff mandatory 
sentences...56 percent would be willing to 
pay $1 to $25 a year to build new prisons 
to ease overcrowding (a tax increase for 
prison construction is on the fall 
ballot)...a majority think so-called victim- 
less crimes such as __ prostitution, 
homosexual acts and gambling, should 
remain illegal...the public seems divided 
on lowering marijuana penalties...two out 
of three Michigan residents think senten- 
ces are too light, with the feeling 
strongest among the elderly and among 
whites. 

Then there’s another survey, this one of 
Federal Bureau of Investigation field of- 
fices, where 71 percent of the 61 FBI of- 
fices responding listed corruption by 
state and local officials as the most wide- 
spread white-collar crime problem. Bank 
fraud and embezzlement ranked second, 
listed as a problem by 61 percent of the 
FBI offices. 

Corruption of public officials ranks 
high apparently because it is a factor in 
several other crimes, according to the 
FBI. Included in the corruption category 
were kickbacks to purchasing agents, in- 
spectors, legislators and judges, as well 
as fraud in handling public funds. 

Among other white-collar crimes with a 
high rating was illegal disposal of toxic 
wastes and arson for profit. 

Turning away from crime, but sticking 
with statistics, | was surprised by an oc- 
cupational analysis of delegates to the 
1980 Democratic national convention. 
According to reports, 10 percent of the

delegates were public school teachers 
(compared with two percent of the popu- 
laton being teachers) and 30.3 percent 
were public office holders or government 
employees in one capacity or ‘another 
(compared with only seven percent of the 
population which works for government 
at all levels). 

With this knowledge in mind, interpre- 
tation of what happened in New York is a 
bit more meaningful. In view of these 
statistics, are the political “‘reforms”’ 
which were designated to reflect more 
exactly the general population in the 
nominating process really worthwhile? I 
only ask the question; you provide your 
own answer. 


Then there are a whole bunch of other 
statistics and surveys offering in- 
teresting data. Here are a few, without in- 
terpretation or classification: 

~Workers voted to toss out their 
unions in 75 percent of last year’s 777 
decertification elections, according to the 
National Labor Relations Board, which 
was the second highest percentage in 30 
years, 

—About 33 percent of U.S. office work- 
ers wish they would do their puffing only 
in.designated areas, according to a Harris 
poll; but only six percent of 203 com- 
panies surveyed provide separate spaces 
for smokers, 

~A survey of big company presidents 
by an Atlanta consulting group lists 
three situations which make the big 
bosses most anxious; surbordinates’ 
failure to accept or carry out responsi- 
bility, failure to get critical information, 
and firing someone. 

—Small businesses say their biggest 
problems are finding competent workers, 
then motivating them to perform, accor- 
ding to Roper poll. Next biggest problem 
area is tax forms and other federal and 
state regulations. 

—Total employment on U.S. farms was 
about 3.4 million as of last April 1, down 
only one percent from a year earlier, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture.

Burial Costs 


A new Veterans Administra- 
tion benefit has helped pay for 
headstones or grave markers 
for almost 40,000 veterans 
buried in private cemeteries 
since it first became available 
in 1979. 

The legislation permits VA to 
reimburse part of the cost of an 
individual headstone or marker 
placed on the grave of a veteran 
buried in a private cemetery. 
The reimbursement cannot ex- 
ceed the average cost of head- 
stones purchased by VA for this 
purpose. The current amout is 
$53.00. 

Families of veterans who 
select a burial site for a 
deceased veteran in a private 
cemetery now have two options 
for VA assistance in marking 
the grave.

Applications for 
the VA headstone or marker 
should be addressed to Direc- 
tor, Monuments Service, 
Department of Memorial Af- 
fairs, Veterans Administration, 
810 Vermont Ave., N.W., Wash- 
ington, D.C. 20420.
